CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


[ c o n c l u d e d .] 
The question which I have under consid­ 
eration it is presumed will he brought be­ 
fore the Legislature at its approaching 
eesaioo 
If so, ft is desirable that very 
carefnl inquiries be made as to the propri 
cly of repealing our present law and rein­ 
stating the penalty of death. Shall we 
gain anything by the proposed repeal of 
the existing statute f It so, lo what will 
the promised gain consist ? There must be 
no prejudiced or passionate appeals on 
behalf of a return to the code of blood. 
Argument and reason combined with facts 
must bear sway. It sound wisdom is re­ 
quired in any important matter of legisla­ 
tion, it Is in the framing of criminal cados 
Not lightly ani carelessly should oar p?nal 
laws be made or nomad©. Repeal should 
not be urged unless a better and more 
efficient law can be put in the place of the 
one we now have. 
What shall the pro­ 
visions of that better law be ? It will be 
remembered that certain persons of our 
city have already instructed our member 
of the Assembly, concerning the character 
of the bill which he is to introduce. But 
there are different opinions concerning 
those instructions even among those who 
favor the gallows. Great care should bu 
taken that matters be not made worse 
instead of better. The ablest men of 
our 
Legislative 
body, 
the 
clearest 
beaded jurists, the most thougbtful and 
palnatakiog students of criminal codes It is 
to be hoped may give to this question of 
repeal their moat careful attention. 
Now for some tacts regarding this ques­ 
tion so far as our own State is concerned. 
I am prepared lossy that it was largely in 
consideration of the difficulty of entorctug 
the law ol death that the repeal of the 
statute was effected and life imprison me ut 
substituted therefor. This was in 1853. In 
order to ascertain whether this law is good 
or bad we need to consult certain lac s 
bearing upon it; and then it would be well 
fur members of tne Legislature to comoaru 
• hose facts with others to be drawn from 
States where the gallows has always had 
a place. 
in a published statement made Nov. IO, 
1859, by Lion. E l ward M. McGraw, Slate 
Prison Commissioner, it appeared that 
during tho six years following the enact­ 
ment of our present law there were 20 
committals to the prison at Waupun for 
murder in the first degree. 
OI that num­ 
ber two were insane at tho date ut the 
statement, one of whom was received in 
ibat condition. About halt the number 
committed the crimea while under the in­ 
fluence of gardcut 
spirits, 
borne of the 
number committed their crimes under the 
influence of sudden passion, or under the 
pressure of real or supposed wrongs Only 
bree or four may be called deliberate 
murderers.” Is ll at all reasonaoie to sup­ 
pose that under the law of death more 
than the three or four last named by Mr. 
McGraw would have suffered its fail pea- 
»lty? Peraaps ncl eyeu mat number would 
nave been hung

ignored, and asked the President if he did 
not feel that the talk now becoming so 
common of Democrats in the Legislature 
grabbing the Electoral votes ot one State 
sod the Republicans of another was fra ugh 
with 
danger. 
The President replied 
quickly and with emphasis: “But they 
ire not going to grab them. This Maine 
business Is not goiog 
to 
succeed.” 
*od added that if he were one of the Re­ 
publican members of that Legislature he

There Is evidently do nam by pain bv ism 
aero, though it must be confessed mat this 
proposed treatment of a criminal smack* 
strongly of H&9e and the Milwaukee Douse 
of Correction. Let me just say in this 
conned ion that I am heartily rejoiced to 
note a healthy “sentimentalism” of the 
Gazette tnrough 
its humane sugges­ 
tion 
that 
“some 
kindly 
spirit 
lite that of John Howard, should nae up 
in this generation and go ab >ut investi­ 
gating our prisons.’ 
I most heartily sec­ 
ond tuts benevolent wish. 
I nave no 
iou bt that the statement of the Gazette la 
all too true that our prtaons and jails gen­ 
erally “ would be found iu a terribly bad 
condition.” A broad field for needed re­ 
forms is opened here. Our leading public 
journals should occupy it, cry aloud ana 
spare not, layiog bare secret Iniquities, and 
sternly demanding the immediaie applica­ 
tion of the proper remedies 
The opposers of the gallows 
are not 
morbid sentimentalists. 
They believe in 
wise laws—la wa that can be promptly exe­ 
cuted, and in good and wholesome govern­ 
ment. Tney say distinct y and untquivo 
catty, ll the protection of society absolutely 
demands that the murderer shall bo put to 
death, let it be ao done. 
But it we cao 
protect society better or even as well, by 
the lite confinement system, men the law of 
death should have co place in our crim ­ 
inal jurisprudence. 
There are many important points con­ 
cerning penal laws and meir p h a llu s 
which I would like to lake into consider­ 
ation, but time and sp ce for the present 
forbid.

But ab jut a year ago a subscription was 
started tor the purpose of building a Con­ 
gregational church to be owned by them, 
but to be tree to all other christian denom­ 
inations or christian ministers to bold 
meetings in, and (he basement room to bi 
rant free for the regular meetings of the 
Good templars and the Grange. 
With this plan for a basis to the enter­ 
prise a building committee was elected 
consisting of B S Hoxie, Wm M Porter, 
Charles Miller, James Gillis and Edward 
Onley. The vexation and difference ot 
opinion as to locating the site were not 
lacking in this case, hut the building com­ 
mittee, to whom the matter was left Were 
unaniu ohs and at their first meeting resol­ 
ved to push the enterprise to a final com­ 
pletion not knowing such a thing as fail­ 
ure when once making a beginning. 
Flans and specifications were drawn by 
B 8 Hoxie, Architect and Builder, who 
subsequently took the contract, of doing 
all the 
joiner 
work 
and 
painting. 
Mr Heller, of Oregon, doing the ma-ou 
work, and It u proper to mention thai 
both of these gentlemen have done theii 
work to the sd tie (ac ti on of the Trustees 
and the Committee. The plan adoptee 
was what mighl be termed the half Gothic 
with circle head windows, and the vesti­ 
bule carried up the same height as the 
main roof, with small towers and minerctte 
on the four front angles, and an open 
bell. tower, in center, directly over the vest I 
bule. 
This walls are sixteen feet high, but 
finished six feet or more in the roof, with 
round corners, making the auditorium 
twenty-two feet and four inches lroin floor 
to ceiling. The exterior Is painted light 
brown, with dark trimmings, while the 
inside woodwoik is grained in light oak 
and walnut trimmings by

The windows are circle head of stained 
glass border with ground center, giving a 
mild soft light ana are in fine proportion 
with other parts of the building, McCully 
and Miles, of Chicago doing this part oi 
the work. The glass is set in lead work, 
glazed in sash hung 
and balanced with 
weights. 
These with registers placed in 
the highest point of the ceiling will blfjrd 
ample ventilation al all times without 
creating unnecessary draughts of cold air 
in the lower part of the room. 
MThe pews were ako made b f B 8 Hoxie 
of solid oak with black walnut trimmings 
and curved Blat seat ot ash and oak. 
The 
audience room will seat nearly 
three hundred persons very comfortably, 
being 30x50 feet. This is accomplished by 
the use of wall seats hung with hinges to 
be raised as may be needed in a moment’s 
time. The building is heated by a Btandaid 
furnace No. 5. to use either coal or wood 
and put up by Mr Frank Baker, of Evans­ 
ville. The first day’s trial with mercury 
at twenty degrees below zero, was sufficient 
evidence that (bere will be no trouble to 
warm the room.
